Peace  Meeting 
In  February 
Slated  For  Asia 

-PARIS,  (UPI)  — Diplomatic 
circles  Tuesday  speculated  on 
the  possibility  of  a “peace” 
meeting  between  Soviet  Premier 
Nikita  S.  Khrushchev  and  Red 
China’s  Premier  Chou  En-Lai  in 
some  neutral  Asian  nation  in 
February. 

The  speculation  was  sparked 
by  reports  that  Khrushchev  will 
visit  India,  Nepal  and  possibly 
Ceylon  next  February.  Such  a 
journey  would  coincide  with  the 
visit  to  Pakistan  by  Chou,  cur- 
rently on  an  extensive  good-will 
tour  of  Africa,  it  was  noted. 

There  also  has  been  talk  of  a 
possible  visit  to  New  Delhi  by 
Chou  for  talks  with  Indian 
Prime  Minister  Jawaharlal  Neh- 
ru. Communist  China  and  India 
are  still  embroiled  in  a bitter  dis- 
pute over  their  borders. 

Thus  far  the  exact  dates  of 
the  itineraries  of  the  feuding 
Communist  leaders  have  not 
been  disclosed. 

There  had  been  earlier  talk 
about  a possible  meeting  be- 
tween Khrushchev  and  Chinese 
leader  Mao  Tse  Tung,  but  rec- 
ent outpourings  from  Peking 
have  dashed  such  a prospect  be- 
cause of  the  growing  personal 
hostility  of  Mao  towards  the  So- 
viet leader,  diplomats  said.  Pe- 
king reported  indignantly  rec- 
ently that  Khrushchev  had  refer- 
red to  Mao  as  a “worn  out  ga- 
losh.” 

On  the  other  hand,  Khrush- 
chev has  had  in  the  past  reason- 
ably friendly  relaitons  with 
Chou. 


Discrimination  End  Seen 
By  LaborSecretary  Wirtz 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — Des- 
pite protests  from  both  labor  and 
busines,  Labor  Secretary  W.  Wil- 
lard Wirtz  Tuesday  issued  regu- 
lations banning  racial  discrimin- 
ation in  apprenticeship  programs 
certified  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment.

Jan.  17,  any  jJrogram  registered 
with  the  government  can  be  re- 
moved from  the  list  of  registra- 
tion if  it  does  not  meet  the  new 
standards  for  selecting  youths 
for  apprentice  training.

there  was  equality  of  opportun- 
ity.   -

Traditions  Started  Long  Ago 


Decorating  an  evergreen  tree,  I 
caroling  through  the  streets  on 
Christmas  Eve,  hanging  stock- 
ings on  the  fireplace  mantel  — 
many  of  these  popular  Christ- 
mas customs  got  their  beginning 
from  Saints. 

The  Christmas  tree  dates  back 
to  the  ninth  century  and  Saint 
Winifred  who  was  traveling 
around  Northern  Germany 
preaching,  Christianity.

COLORFUL  WREATH 

Put  your  tree  aside  to  admire, 
and  go  to  work  on  a colorful 
wreath  that  will  never  fade!  In- 
gredients are: 

Round  toothpicks — about  five  boxes 
Six  3-inch  Styrofoam  balls 
Red  and  green  food  coining 
One  can  of  white  snow  spray. 

First  step  here  is  to  cut  the 
Styrofoam  balls  in  half  with  a 
sharp  knife.  Place  the  halves  flat 
side  down  around  the  rim  of  a 
nin^  inch  plate.  This  will  help 
form  the  wreath.  Important,  join 
halves  very,  very  securely  with 
lots  of  toothpicks. 

Meanwhile,  another  member 
of  the  work  party  can  color  the 
remaining  toothpicks.  Pour  the 
red  and  green  food  coloring  into 
small  glasses,  about  i inch  deep. 

Technique  is  to  hold  several 
toothpicks  in  the  hand,  dip  the 
ends  into  the  red  or  the  green 
coloring,  then  let  them  dry  (it 
happens  quickly)  on  old  news- 
papers. Spread  them  well  apart 
to  hasten  drying. 

NOW  PUT  ON  your  thimble, 
and  insert  the  uncolored  ends  of 
the  picks  into  each  half  ball.  Do 
one  red,  and  the  next  green — 
half  takes  about  100  toothpicks. 
For  a brilliant  finishing  touch, 
spray  the  wreath  with  snow 
spray — or  glue  and  glitter. 

Your  wreath  will  look  wonder- 
ful in  the  window,  on  the  door 
or  as  a centerpiece  at  Christmas. 
ANGELIC  MANTELPIECE 
Gum  drops  and  marshmallows, 
crepe  paper  and  doilies  will 
make  cherubic  angels  and  choir- 
boys for  your  mantelpiece,  to 
peek  out  from  the  window  sill, 
to  guard  trays  of  Yule  snacks 
at  guest  time.  Make  them  by  the 
dozen. 

For  each  -angel  you  will  need: 

18  round  toothpicks 

.1  large  gum  drop 

1 large  marshmallow  ^ 

white  crepe  paper 

6 inches  of  1/4  inch  yellow  ribbon 

Food  or' water  color 

TO  MAKE  the  heacLand  body 
grasp  10  toothpicks  firmly  and 
insert  in  the  rounded  top  of  the 
gum  drop.  Sticl^  the  other  end 
of  the  picks  into  the  marshmal- 
low. 


Nov*  cut  a 5 inch  by  14  inch 
piece  of  white  crepe  paper  for 
the  robe.  Crease  one  long  side 
one-half  inch  from  the  edge  — 
place  the  fold  over  a ruler  and 
push  so  that  you  shirr  the  pa- 
per. This-  makes  the  robe  billow 
out.  Now  place  the  robe  around 
the  body  below  the  head  — in- 
sert 3 inches  of  ribbon  under 
the  shirred  fold  and  tie. 

No  angel  is  complete  without 
a halo.  To  make  it,  cut  8 tooth- 
picks in  half,  tint  yellow,  insert 
in  the  head  in  halo  shape  and 
trim  with  remaining  ribbon.  Or 
omit  ribbon.  Paint  your  angel’s 
features  “with  a toothpick  dipped 
into  coloring. 

LITTLE  CHOIR  BOYS 

Choir-boys  are  made  just  about 
the  same  way.  You  will  need: 

12  round  toothpicks 
One  large-gum  drop 
One  large  marshmallow 
Food  or  water  color 
Red  crepe  paper 
1 round  5-inch  paper-lace  doily 
Green  gift  wrap  paper  or  foil 
Bit  of  colored  yarn 

MAKE  THE  head  and  body  a9 
you  did  for  the  angel,  but  make 
the  shirred  robe  of  red  crepe  pa- 
per and  tie  around  the  neck 
with  twine.  Surplice  is  made  by 
cutting  a tiny  circle  from  the 
center  of  the  doily,  and  slitting 
down  one  side.  Place  this  over 
the  robe,  and  secure  in  back 
with  a toothpick. 

Now  frizz  the  end  of  3 inches 
of  yellow,  red  or  brown  yam  for 
hair,  and  keep  it  in  place  by  us- 
ing a halved  toothpick.  Draw 
the  face.  Hymn  book  is  a T-by-2 
inch  piece  of  folded  foil  or  pa- 
per stuck  into  the  body  with  a 
toothpick. 

All  set?  Know  how  now?  Try 
miniature  lollipops  (picks  .topped 
by  tiny  gum  drops)  to  top  child- 
ren’s presents-r-or  make. a tooth- 
pick “bow”  for  a grown-up  gift. 
A Styrofoam  ball  full  of  snow- 
sprayed  or  glittered  picks  would 
glisten  beautifully  on  your  tree. 

Look  over  your  left-over  bits 
and  pieces,  and  see  what  else 
you  can  make  for  Christmas 
with  a tooth  pick  or  two!

THE  Y 
CENTER  • 

Over  a half-dozen  different 
kinds  of  lights  scattered  around 
the  Y Center  add  distinctiveness 
and  charm  to  the  more  standard 
forms  also  used.  Several  of 
these  “surprise”  lights  have  been 
designed  especially  for  the  build- 
ing. 

One  of  these  is  the  chime  ar- 
rangement; another  is  the  grilled 
cafeteria  lights.  Both  of  these 
were  designed  for  special  accent. 

THE  CHIME  lights  hang  over 
a staircase  against  a tali  window 
looking  out  on  Y Mountain.  The 
cafeteria  lights  are  fluorescent 
fixtures,  large  and  brilliant,  to 
light  the  floor  two  stories  below. 

The  ballroom  displays  three 
different  kinds:  movable  spot- 
lights set  in*  the  ceiling,  soft 
fluorescent  lights  and  hollow 
blue-  and-white  cannisters  stab- 
bed with  slim  golden  spikes  that 
can  drop  from  the  18-foot  ceiling 
clear  to  the  floor  if  desired. 

The  450-seat  theatre  is  lighted 
by  flowing  bars  -set  in  narrow, 
20-foot-mgh  slots  in  the  walls.

Hug^  sov-'n  Vrr  d g>il.s  will  light  the 
two-floor  high  cafeteria  in  the  Y Center 
and  throw  the  distinctive  brick  sculpture 
on  the,  walls  into  relief.
